To iirep.nre can^dates for baptism and 
continiun ion ; in cluircli, in the absence 
of tile pastor, to read morning and 
evening prayer '.and the litany, excei)t 
such portions as are assigned to tlit 
priest only, and to Instruct and to ex- 
hort the congregation and to conduct 
services tor women and children.
